Scuoot TEXT BOOKS,— In Indiana, 


the school text-book business is just 
now the big thing. The Indianapolis 
Journal shows that such literature 
costs the 500,000 pupils of the state $3 
a bead, and the publishers make a 
clear profit of 75 per cent, on every 
book sold, 50 per cent, of which is 
spent on agents and school boards to 
get the trade. The Journal shows fur- 
ther, that this 50 per cent, amounts to 
$750,000, which sum ought to be saved 
to the people by a reform in the meth« 
od of supplying text-books to the 
schools. 
The people have wrestled 


with this subject for yean in Califor- 
nia, and the regulation now is that 
text-books must not be changed often- 
er than once In four years. In most 
states the publishers get a whack at 
the people every year. In St, Louis 
the school board is supreme in this 
matter, and as members of that body 
receive no salary, and as they expend 
considerable sums of money in secur- 
ing their place, it naturally follows' 
that the book publishers sell a great 
many books. This is a burthensome 
tax upon the people.

spot in all this robber-haunted land. 
If or the country that Montezuma ruled 
and Cortec conquered is the paradise of 
robbers. Every variety of the craft 
thrives here, from the petty thief who 
steal* oae's handkerchief to the daring 
highwayman who makes a swoop upon 
a'ounvoy of dollars, and thinks little of 
a fierce tight with ito esoort In every 
city in the- land, when darkness shrouds 
the .streets, the robber and assassin 
issues from bteUir with knife, sword 
and-. lasso, The broad glare of day 
even Is not always a protection. The

thing to lose are alway* cantal f»w 
they walk the streets at night. In the 
1 CHy of Mexico some years nihde* band 


of midnight robbers called Eusebadoes, 
from tebo, tallow, kept the whole city 
in a frenzy of fear, and plied their ne- 
farious calling for long months before 
tardy justice overtook them. They de- 
rived their name from the habit of 
stripping naked and anointing them- 
selves with oil, making their seizure 
and retention almost an impossibility. 
Down in the purlieus of this city, In 
the thieves' resort, I am told, the 
banker sits at the monte table with 
a long Catalan lmtte, pointed as a 
' needle aad keen a* * razor, and warns 


the eager crowd that if any cavaliero 
pretends to mistake the bank for his 
stake, he will pin his hand to the board. 
Crimes which in any other country 
would form the subject of comment 
for weeks hero pass comparatively un- 
noticed, and as often go wholly unpun- 
ished. Innumerable aro the stories of 
robberies which one hears, some of 
them of thrilling interest and romantic 
character. 


It is not so long ago as to have passed 


from memory that a considerable town 
in to* interior became tho scene of a 
robbery which has, in all the essential 
characteristics, been repealed in other 
parts of the country. As the inhabit- 
ants of the place were about their 
morning work a large band of horsv- 


• men rode Into the plaza. The party 


presented the usual appearance of in- 
censed patriots whose rights had been 
trampled upon by the temporary Gov- 
ernment, against which they were about 
to issue a pronuncianento. 
So the 


townsfolk simply shrugged their shoul- 
ders and said It was none of their af- 
fair. In le«s than a quarter of an hour, 
however, the aspect of things changed. 
A line of pickets was thrown about tho 
town, preventing ingress or egress, 
while we dismounted patriots began 
systematically to plunder the place. 
Nothing escaped them; private houses 
and stores came all alike to the ban- 
dit*, and the pillage continued so long 
as anything of value remained. Then, 
collecting thtir loot, they mounted and 
rode off in the regular order in which 
they had come. Whence they came no 
one knew; whither they went remains 
a mystery to this day. The robbery of 
a specie-laden train on the Vera Crux 
Railway, not long since, was conducted 
in the same high-banded manner. 


The low-caste Mexican Is peculiarly 


fitted for the trade of an assassin and 
a robber. A few dollars is a fortune to 
him, and a stab is a smaller mutter. It 
to easier to kill his victim and despoil 
him at his leisure than to take the 
chances of attacking a man who may 
perhaps offer a successful resistance. 
Almost certain of absolution from his 
priest, who ranks but little higher in 
the scale of civilization than himself, 
he is always willing to barter his ready 
steel for the sake of a few dollars that 
will enable him to give tree rein to his 
sensuality or to woo the fickle goddess 
at the monte table. " Kl cucAilto no 
Mrtna ni trmna" (the knife makes no 
noise)* he says. Living upon little, 
breakfasting on a sunbeam and dining 
off a paper cigar, to borrow an ex- 
pression, the Icpcro 
is 
constantly 


tempted by his want and laziness to 
the commission of crime. The very 


• sight of a pulque-shop, of whose 


tempting beveraeee he lacks the means 
to partake, or the fragrant aroma of 
the market trying-pans whose content* 
are not for htm, are sufficient Incen- 


• tire* to a robbery for which the lonely 


Mad* ader a safe opportunity. The 
Mexican stage-coach, and the long, 
unfrequented highways abounding in 
secure hiding-places, seem designed 
for the especial benefit of the knights 
of the road. A carriage halted, the

alight. 
The 


Iberian never forgets bis manners 
even when acting In the capacity of 
solicitor upon the public highway. The 
customary order, "Cavaenfienw' (face 
to the ground), is then given, to which 
the unwilling victim is 
expected 


promptly to respond, while the robber 
searches his person. If a priest be of 
the party, however, tho bandit general- 
ly deviate* from his customary routine. 
Instead of ordering him to the ground, 
be approaches the holy man, and, 
bending in mock hnmility before him, 
ask* for alms; a request which the 
priest understands to bo equivalent to 
a demand for his purse and valuables. 
Priest* are a favorite prey with the 
Mexican robber. Non-combatant*, the 
bandit is pretty certain to escape a fight, 
which he U only too anxious to avoid; 
beside the holy man generally travels 
with a full purse, or at the very least 
can give his blessing. So well is tbi* 
fact known that u several priests 
take passage in the same coach, U is 
almost impossible to get any one else 
to ride in it 
"The ocaoh will cer- 


tainly be rubbed," they say. After the 
passengers have been searched the 
baggage is ransacked, when, if no re- 
sistance has been offered, the coach is 
permitted to proceed on it* way. Na- 
tives of the country, probably accus- 
tomed to being despoiled from infancy, 
seldom offer resistance, generally pre- 
ferring to pay a gratuity to the first 
band of robbers encountered, which 
exempt* them from further demands on

bandit, wisely, calculating that some 
one m»y be kitted, and pot blowing 
but tk»t one may .be htaself, seldom 
attacks a coach containing foreigners 
known to be armed. There is some- 
thing so terribly certain about the aim 
of an American especially that he gen- 
erally waits for an easier prey. When 
the stage stops for the night, or at some 
station to change horses, the baggage 
is examined, and if It gives promise of 
rich booty, and the passengers have the 
appea^ante of soft customers, they are 
certain t£ be attacked as soon as the 
first chapparral is reached. But well- 
armed travelers, with that steady look 
of resistance so easily read, may travel 
anywhere. 


To the inefficiency of the Mexican 


troops may fairly; be attributed the 
general prevalence of robbery and 
crime throughout the country. The 
men themselves, often drawn from the 
refuse of the population, or tainted 
with the moral poison of the prisons, 
take little interest in hunting down a 
class of criminals which, for aught they 
know, may prove to be their own rela- 
tives. Scantily fed, badly clothed, 
their meager pay ofttimes stolen by 
some peculating paymaster) they 
totally inadequate to the foroflttmtrchos 
neoeesary to tbe successful -porsuit of 
bandits. In a country wh«re iorses 
are plentiful and cheap they, are badly 
mounted, and the well-equipped robber 
laughs at them in a long chase-.—Vera 
drug Cor. Jf. Y. Evening foit. 


Begalliancet*.

If ft finds a people al- 
ready poisoned with foul streets and 
bad drainage, it finds food for a great 
and grave mortality. If it finds a place 
where everything is pure and sweet, it 
does not stay long or work snob mis- 
chief. There are some States which 
have a Board of Health, or may have 
one, in every town, armed with a con- 
siderable amount of power—with the 
power, at least, of holding inquest on 
private premises, and determining what 
shall be done to remedy evils; bat what 
we really want most is a wider power 
of prevention, such as shall make it in- 
cumbent upon every builder to secure 
the approval of such a board before he 
can live in his house himself, or offer it 
for sale or rent."

Village Btards of Health. 


Writing in Bcribwr for April of Dr. 


Roosa's recent address before the New 
York State Medical Society on the "Re- 
lations of the Medical Profession to the 
State," l)r. Holland thus discusses a 
very important topic: 


"Dr. Roosa very wisely says that 


there should be a Board of Health in 
and that 


ion it who 


has not a scientitic, medical, or legal 
education. He furthermore says that 
' not a schoolhouse, not a Jail, not a 
hospital, not a sewer, should l>e built 
unless competent sanitary advice, with 
power to enforce it, be given.' This 
is all right as far as it goes, but it does 
not go half far enough. The truth is 
that every private house that goes up 
should be built under public sanitary 
supervision. Men are dying in New 
York every day because houses are 
built Improperly. The arrangements 
(or plumbing and ventilation are not 
j-i«^» 
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every county and every town, 
there should be no man upo 


the load, 
they say, 


On this account "Indians, 
"are bad; but robbers are 


only incompetent, but utterly vicious 
and. murderous. Men put up build- 
Ings all over the country just as they 
please. We have built houses for'hu- 
man dwellings, and we have never yet 
been questioned by any public officer 
as to how many fatal traps we hod set 
for human life. House poisoning has 
now become the most common form 
of poisoning. Diphtheria, pneumonia 
and typhoid fever are the constant, 
daily demonstration of vicious modes 
of building, and there is no authority, 
apparently, to prevent the formation 
of the sources of these diseases. A 
builder puts up a block, and offers his 
houses for sale. The buyer sees every- 
thing fair, for the sources ot disease 
are covered from sight, but he moves 
in, and one after another of his family 
sickens and dies, and he learns, at last, 
that he has dealt with a criminal, and 
that the municipality or the State has 
afforded him no protection. 
" The truth is that we not only need 


to have Boards of Health established in 
many places where they are not, but 
we need to have their powers much en- 
larged where tfcey exist No one, we 
suppose, can doubt the great useful- 
ness of onr New York Board of Health, 
but if they could oe armed with powers 
that would enable them to act more 
directly upon the prevention of disease 
they could be much more useful. If 
they could have authority to dictate tbe 
plumbing and ventilation of every 
structure, private as well a* public, 
erected in this city, they could save the 
city a Urge percentage of its cruelest 
mortality. If they could have the con- 
trol of tho cleaning of the streets, does 
anyone doubt that they would greatly 
improve the health of the city F We 
talk about the adulteration of food as if 
that were a great thing, and our Board 
of Health busies itself about it in the 
absence of other work, but the adul- 
teration, the absolute poisoning, of the 
air we breathe, is of almost infinitely 
more importance.

Gigantic Swindle Upon American Cap- 


italists. 


FOR some time past it has been 


quietly talked among friends of tho 
parties immediately interested that a 
most extraordinary swindle has been 
perpetrated upon Mr. Gordon McKay, 
of sewing-machine fame, and some of 
his immediate itiends, by natives of 
Brazil, who succeeded in deceiving 
one of our mining experts into the be- 
lief that gold existed in a certain sec- 
tion of Brazil in fabulous quantities. 
It appears that some time ago Proft 
Mills, a brother of Hiram F. Mills, en- 
gineer of the Essex Company, of Law- 
rence, wo» employed as mining engi- 
neer by Dorn Pedro for the Brazilian 
Government. Prof. Mills is a chemist 
and metallurgist of high repute and 
the associate of Agassiz. While explor- 
ing and surveying tho interior of the 
Brazilian Empire, the professor was 
wonder-struck and delighted by the 
frequent discovery of gold, found in old 
mounds of great extent in area, and 
which had formerly been worked for 
the precious metal. The professor's 
supposition was that the primitive 
methods applied to secure the metal 
only revealed a slight portion of what 
might be obtained by modern appli- 
ances. On his return to this country 
his wonderful information was impart- 
ed to some capitalists, of whom Mr. 
Gordon McKay was a ruling spirit. A 
stock company was formed, and, it is 
said, the capital invested was $400,000, 
of which McKay owned more than 
one-half, and, it is said, the balance 
was held in New Bedford and New 
York. Prof. Mills was again sent to 
the new Eldorado for the purpose of 
making surveys and soundings that 
would make his assurances doubly 
sure, and, if success was achieved, to 
bond the land and secure proper title 
deeds.

A Noble Son. 


There was buried from St. Rose 


Church, yesterday, a young IB an named 
Peter Rapp, a street-car driver. He 
was the only support of an aged father 
and mother, and the privation and 
suffering which he endured that they 
might have a home, with such neces- 
saries of life as his scanty wages would 
provide, were doubtless the cause of 
his death. The family, consisting of 
the two old people and Peter, who was 
twenty-six years of age, lived in Wash- 
ington street, near Front The father 
is crippled and infirm. Tbe mother 
was only able to perform such light 
labor as was necessary in the oare of 
their little household. All the money 
that came into their home was provided 
by the son from his small earnings. 
lie paid their house-rent, supplied them 
with food, clothing, fuel—everything. 
During the past winter, and up to a 
short time ago, when he was prostrated 
by the disease—quick consumption— 
which terminated his life, he was in 
the employ of the Eighth-street cor 
line in th« capacity of a driver. Those 
who know him speak of him as a hero 
who died that his father and mother 
might live. His wages were not suf- 
ficient to provide all with the necea- demar's death 


and at their respective intersections 
excavations were made, and the much 
coveted metal was in nearly every in- 
stance1' forthcoming. The land was 
bonded, and tho title deeds passed into 
the hands of the American company. 
The next move was the importation of 
the most approved American hydraulic 
machinery with which to thoroughly 
wash and scour every particle of the 
huge piles of debris. Orders for the 
machinery were given and filled at 
enormous expense, and the same was 
shipped to Brazil. Whether the ma- 
chinery was the cause of discovering 
that a gigantic swindle had been per- 
petrated upon the shrewdest capitalists 
of this country, or whether tbe fraud 
was discovered before the beginning of 
operations, we do not know; but there 
was a sudden collapse, and as sudden 
an effort to keep the matter quiet.

At nrst be was 
agreeable, then hesitated, at the urgent 
reqnestof family and friends, but finally 
consented to go, and was about to start, 
when the swindle was exploded, lessen- 
ing the strength of bis assertion that 
Gordon McKay would soon be the rich- 
est man in America. The supposition 
is that Prof. Mills was accompanied by 
native sharpers, wbo "salted" the 
land he just surveyed, and, upon his 
return, assisted him in his second sur- 
vey, and, knowing his points for exca- 
vation, anticipated his movement* and 
relieved him from disappointment in 
his fondest hopes. The survey, nade 
after the formation of the company 
ani return of Prof. Mills, cost some 
$25,000, and the many thousands ex- 
pended in introducing machinery and 
buying the land can best be told by 
those who paid the bills. It is believed 
that Prof. Mills was strictly conscien- 
tious and honest in all his transactions, 
but was the unfortunate tool in the 
hands of sharpers to swindle a few of 
our keenest capitalists. —Boston Herald.

There are some States which 
have a Board of Health, or may have 
one, in every town, armed with a con- 
siderable amount of power—with the 
power, at least, of holding inquest on 
private premise* and determining what 
shall be done to remedy evils; but what 
we really want most is a wider power 
of prevention, such as shall make it in- 
cumbent unon every builder to secure 
the approval of such a board before he 
can live in his house himself, or offer it 
for sole or rent" 


w<s» frequently directs the attention 
Of the authorities to the boldness and 
frequency of the robberies committed 
at fcigh noon. Then 1* scarcely a road 
InJMexieo two mile* from a city that is 
not Infested with bandits, and the trav- 
eler is generally obliged to go well 
armed. Honest men who hare any- 
thing to lose are always careful how 
they walk the street* at night In the 
Gityof Mexico some years since a band 
of midnight robbers called Eusebadoes, 
from tebo, tnllow, kept the whole city 
in a frenzy of fear, and plied their ne- 
farious calling for long months before 
Urdy justice overtook them. They de- 
rived their name from the habit of 
stripping naked and anointing them- 
selves with oil, making their seizure 
and retention almost an impossibility. 
Down in the purlieus of this city, in 
the thieves' resort I am told, the 
banker sits at the monte table with 
a long Catalan knife, pointed as a 
needle and keen as a razor, and warns 
the eager crowd that if any cavaliero 
pretends to mistake the bank for his 
stake, he will pin his hand to the board. 
Crimes which in any other country 
would formHhe subject of comment 
for weeks here pass comparatively un- 
noticed, and as often go wholly unpun- 
ished. Innumerable are the stories of 
robberies which one hears, some of 
them of thrilling interest and romantic 
character. 
It is not so long ago as to have passed 


from memory that a considerable town 
in the interior became the scene,,of a 
robbery which has, in all the essential 
characteristics, been repeated in other 
parts of the country. As tho inhabit- 
ants of the place were about their 
. morning work a large band of horse- 
men rode into the plaza. The party 
presented the usual appearance of in- 
censed patriots whose rights had been 
trampled upon by the temporary Gov- 
ernment against which theywere about 
to issue a pronnnoiamento. 
So the 


townsfolk simply shrugged their shoul- 
ders and said It was none of their af- 
fair. In loss than a quarter of an hour, 
however, the aspect of things changed. 
A line of pickets was thrown about the 
town, preventing ingress or egress, 
while the dismounted patriots began 
systematically to plunder the place. 
Nothing escaped them; private houses 
and stores came all alike to tho ban- 
dits, and the pillage continued so long 
as anything of value remained. Then, 
collecting their loot, they mounted and 
rode off in the regular order in which 
they had come. Whence they came no 
one knew; whither they wont remains 
a mystery to this day. The robbery of 
»ipecie-faden train on the Vera Cruz 
Railway, not long since, was conducted 
In the same high-handed manner. 


, 
Tho low-caste Mexican is peculiarly 


fitted for the trade of an assassin and 
a robber. A few dollars is a fortune to 
him, and a stab is a smaller matter. It 
is easier to kill his victim and despoil 
him at his leisure than to take the 
chances of attacking a man who may 
perhaps offer a successful resistance. 
Almost certain of absolution from his 
priest, who ranks but little higher in 
the scale of civilization than himself, 
he is always willing to barter his ready 
steel for the sake*of a few dollars that 
will enable him to give free rein to his 
sensuality or to woo the fickle goddess 
at the monte table. "El cttchillo no 
serena ni truena" (the knife makes no 
noise), he says. Living upon little, 
breakfasting on a sunbeam and dining 
off a paper cigar, to borrow an ex- 
pression, the lepero 
is constantly 


tempted by his want and laziness to 
the commission of crime. The very 
sight of a pulque-shop, of whose 
tempting beverages he lacks the means 
to partake, or the fragrant aroma of 
the market frying-pans whose contents 
are not for him, are sufficient incen- 
tives to a robbery for which the lonely 
roads offer a safe opportunity. The 
Mexican stage-couch, and the long, 
unfrequented highways abounding in 
secure hiding-places, seem designed 
for the especial benefit of the knighu 
of the road.

requestof family and friends, butiinally 
consented to go, and was about to start, 
when the swindle was exploded, lessen- 
ing the strength of his assertion that 
Gordon McKay would soon be the rich- 
est man in America.

Mr. Tvler—" If you mean tosay that 


1 can't prove it, you lie!" 


Mr. Fiteh—"You can't prove it." 
Mr. Tyler-" You lie '." 
The cane that had been trembling in 


the hands of the late Speaker of the 
Arizona Legislature now descended 
with a thud upon the head of Mr. 
Tyler, who at once grappled with his 
assailant. In an instant the spectators 
in that part of the room were hurrying 
out of the way of the two struggling 
men, 
and chairs and benches were torn 


up and cast this side and that. The 
men wont for each other's throats like 
bull-dogs, and the spectators did not 
seem inclined to interfere. At last Mr. 
Tyler got his antagonist upon his knees 
and dragged him to the jury-box, when 
a policeman (the Court's brother-in- 
law), who had crowded to the front, 
pushed between the struggling men, 
and with the assistance of some able- 
bodied attorneys managed to separate 
them. The Court had retreated to the 
further corner of the platform out of 
the range of any stray pistol shot that 
might be fired, but when the struggling 
men had been separated, came forward 
and said, "Gentlemen must preserve 
order. The court is still in session." 


The Smith trial was continued until 


the afternoon, and the Court stated that 
such scenes as that just witnessed were 
disgraceful and in contempt of Court, 
and that Mr. Tyler and Mr. Fitch 
might consider themselves in custody, 
ana he would examine the case of con- 
tempt thu first opportunity. The Court 
then adjourned until .the afternoon. 
On reassembling, Judge Ferral said the 
case of contempt would not be investi- 
gated until after the trial was finished, 
in order that the jury might not be in- 
fluenced by such an examination. 


Edison's Electro-Motoirrapb. 


TDK following description of Edi- 


son's latest invention is taken from a 
paper on the subject in "The World's 
Work" department of Seritmer for May: 


In the electro-motograph a cylinder 


made of prepared chalk and saturated 
with it strong solution of caustic alkali 
is set upon supports so that it can be 
turned upon its axis. A strip of metal 
fastened to the mica diaphragm rests 
on the cylinder and is pressed so firmly 
by its spring upon the cylinder that 
when it ;s turned by means of the 
handle the friction of the strip on the 
c) linder tends to pull the diaphragm 
out of shape, causing it to bulge in- 
ward as long as the cylinder is in mo- 
tion. If now, while this motion of the 
cylinder is maintained, an electric cur- 
rent passes through the strip of metal 
and then through the chalk cylinder to 
earth, the amount of this friction is 
varied or it is destroyed altogether, 
and the strip slides freely on the cylin- 
der. This was the basis of the former 
invention. The release from friction 
by a change in electric condition in the 
first instrument failed simply from 
ignorance of some slight matters of de- 
tail, that in the electro-motograph are 
corrected and made practical. In the 
musical telephone the releasing of the 
frictional resistance by electric action 
caused the sounding-board of a guitar 
to vibrate, and thus set np sonorous 
vibrations. In the electro-motograph 
the mica disk takes the place of the 
guitar, and, by the improved construc- 
tion of the apparatus, intricate and 
complex vibrations such as are pro- 


duced in spoaking are reproduced in 
their original or even in greater vol- 
ume. When the apparatus is at 
rest the diaphragm is motionless, 
and electric currents shot through 
the apparatus produce no effect. 
In the 
same 
manner the 
mere 


turning of the cylinder without electric 
action produces no effect, except to 
pull the diaphragm slightly out of 
shape. If while the cylinder is being 
turned an electric impulse arrives, the 
pull on the diaphragm caused by the 
friction of the strip on the cylinder is 
more or less released, and the dia- 
phragm is free to vibrate or spring back 
into ftfi original condition. If, now, the 
electric impulses follow one another in 
•regular order in correspondence with 
the sonorous vibrations Imparted to the 
transmitting telephone, the alternate 
slipping and catching of the metal 
strip on the cylinder will follow in the 
same order, and thus the diaphragm 
will be made to vibrate in unison with 
the original vibrations, and thus re- 
produce the original words. 
As the 


mica disk is much larger than the disk 
of the transmitting instrument, the 
amplitude of its swing may be much 
greater, and consequently, it will re- 
peat the words with greater power. 
The electro-motograph is practically 
an apparatus for transforming electric 
action received from a distance into 
mechanical work. The amount of 
electric action has nothing to do with 
the amount of the mechanical work 
performed, because the movement of 
the cylinder is controlled by power in- 
dependently of the electric action, the 
electricity merely releasing this power 
by destroying the friction in greater or 
less degree. The electric action set up 
by the sonorous vibrations at the trans- 
mitting end of the line may be very 
slight, while the mechanical action at 
the distant end may be powerful, and 
in this manner the amplitude of the 
vibrations may be increased to an in- 
definite extent, and a whisper may re- 
appear us a loud shout. 


A Ik'sperate Fight Between A Han 


and Dog. 


AUGUST MUNNINGHAUSEN, who was 


attacked and bitten by aferocious dog on 
Friday afternoon, lay in a critical condi- 
tion last night when visited by a Times 
reporter. The unfortunate man lives 
at No. 94 Hanover street, and is a very 
intelligent German. He is unusually 
strong in frame and healthy, and when 
he acknowledges that unless he had 
received timely assistance he would 
certainly have been killed, it suggests 
the weak defense which a child could 
otter in such an attack. Mr. Munning- 
hausen says that he was walking qui- 
etly along the street, near Thirty-first, 
when he was suddenly apprised of the 
presence of three small canines by 
their interminable yelping. He turned 
about to silence them by the customary 
"Git out," when he heard a rustling of 
a chain from the direction in which he 
was proceeding. He paid little atten- 
tion to it at lirst, as he had previously 
seen a calf in the street and supposed 
the chain was about its neck. As he 
turned about to proceed on his way he 
saw a bull-dog of extraordinary size 
and weight within a few feet of him, 
and just ready to spring. Before ho 
could offer any resistance the brute had 
given a bound and fastened its tooth 
in his face. The teeth of the upper jaw 
penetrated the scalp just above the 
right eye, and the lower teeth went 
through the flesh beneath the eye, in- 
flicting a bad wound. The dog gave 
one strong pull which would certainly 
have taken the man's eye out " by the 
roots" had its teeth not been caught 
by the cheekbone. Mimninghausenhad 
by this time grabbed the animal by the 
throat with his left hand, and succeeded 
in loosening its hold from his face, only 
to have the teeth transferred to his arm. 
The dog then literally tore the flesh 
from the bone between the wrist and 
elbow of the left arm. The brute over- 
powered him so that he could not draw 
a revolver from his pocket. He called 
lustily for help, but could only raise 
two boys, both of whom joined in tho 
chorus of calling for assistance, but 
did nothing else. Mr. Munninghnusen 
struggled with the animal and had 
presence of mind enough to allow the 
dog to expend his energy by chewing 
the left arm as he still clung to its 
throat, and finally succeeded in tossing 
the chain, which was about the dog's 
neck, over the fence. He directed the 
boys to take hold of tho chain and pull 
"with might and main." They did so; 
Mr. Munninghausen jerked suddenly 
away, drew his revolver and quickly 
dispatched the brute. 
He bled pro- 


fusely from the wound in his face, and 
sank down when the struggle was over, 
completely exhausted. 
Other assist- 


ance soon arrived and tho man was 
taken to his home. 


While he was engaged with the bull- 


dog .the curs put in their best bites 
»bout his legs and drew some blood. 
Had not the man worn a heavy over- 
coat he would have been more seri- 
ously injured. The dog weighed ninety 
pounds and once before attacked its 
jwner, Mr. Edward Fisher, but he 
thought it best to let it live and do 
more damage. The dog was usually 
kept tied by the chain, but had in some 
way broken loose that day.—Chicago 
Times.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—Within the past half dozen years a 


small, tawny-colored beetle, about 
three-eighths of an inch long, nas ap- 
peared m many green-houses, and does 
considerable damage to roses, camel 
lias and other plants. 


—To wash a knitted shawl, take 


enough warm water, not hot, and rub 
about an ounce of soap in it and pour 
over it a tablespponful of magical mix- 
ture. After letting it lie ten minutes, 
rub it out of this and rinse out of cold 
blued water, and hang in the wind to 
dry quickly. 


—If horses are troubled with worms, 


it is due to some neglect in feeding. 
Improve the digestion and the worms 
will depart. But give small doses of 
aloes or any other good vermifuge, not 
neglecting a plentiful supply of com- 
mon salt. Horses and other animals 
are seldom attacked by worms until 
they have become run down and are 
poor in flesh.—Exchange. 


—If we are to believe one-half of 


what is claimed by recent inventors of 
sugar-making machinery, it will not be 
many years before our corn-fields will 
yield all the sweets which tho people 
of the United States will need or care 
to use. It will bo well, however, for 
our farmers to proceed cautiously, 
and permit sanguine manufacturers to 
make the sugar while they raise the 
corn-stains and sorghum. 
The new 


processes of making sugar from corn- 
stalks may turn out to be no more prof- 
itable than the making of boot-root su- 
gar, which has thus far been a losing 
business on this aide of the Atlantic.— 
N. Y. Sun. 


—Goulaoho a la Carlsbad.—-One- 


quarter pound smoked bacon, chopped 
tine; one large tablespoonful butter, 
one small onion, cut fine, roasted in a 
pot; when very hot stir in two cook- 
spoonfuls flour, let it brown, not burn; 
then throw in threo pounds round 
steak, cut in small pieces and freed 
from skin; cover, simmer until the 
meat is tender; add half-wineglossful 
strong vinegar, salt, pepper and small 
cup of boiling water (good soup stock 
is better); cook slowly one-half hour; 
according to fancy, after one has put 
in tho water, may be added some raw 
potatoes, pared and cut hazle-nut size, 
care being taken that they do not cook 
apart, which happens very easily.—.tf. 
Y. Times. 


—Smoked Mutton Hams.—Choose 


fat younjf mutton. Rub it thoroughly 
with a mixture in the proportion of one 
part of sugar to two of salt, and half 
an ounce of saltpeter to a pound of the 
mixture. Place the meat in a covered 
vessel and turn and beat it twice a day 
for three consecutive days. The fourth 
day wipe tho scum from tho meat, 
wash it with cider vinegar and again 
rub it with the mixture. The day 
after, beat and turn it; repeat these al- 
ternate operations for ten days, being 
careful to remove the scum before each 
rubbing and to turn tho meat every 
time. After this it must be smoked 
for ten days. To be used the same as 
smoked beef or 
venison. — Kansas

Plant Trees. 


SPRING-TIME has come again. This 


is the season when every ono begins to 
make some improvements. There are 
but few farms that contain enough or- 
namental trees about the buildings. 


What trees shall the owner plant? 


For deciduous trees, select from open 
places young elms, maples, lindens, 
ashes, white-woods. For overgrceno, 
get from tho nursery stocky trees about 
two foot high. Unless the'planter is an 
expert, let him begin with well-tried 
sorts, such as Norway spruce, hem- 
lock, spruce, white 
pine, Austrian 


pine, Scotch pine, arbor-vita;, red ce- 
dar, Siberian arbor-vita, savin, Irish 
juniper and the like. 


Where shall he plant? Seldom in 


straight rows, or within thirty feet or 
more of a building. Hows of deciduous 
trees may extend along the margins of 
the highway. Plant thorn thirty or 
forty feet apart; protect them from cat- 
tle and mulch heavily, or keep thorn 
cultivated, 
in the direction of the 


prevailing cold winds plant evergreens 
for protection. Here and there about 
the grounds put in groups, with now 
and then an isolated specimen. Leave 
some brood, open lawn without any 
trees or shrubs. Take np the trees 
well; keep the roots from the sun and 
wind; keep them damp till they are 
well planted. Now mulch at once, be- 
fore dry summer comes on; or, instead 
of this, cultivate every week or ten 
days till September. It is a good plan 
to plant thickly, if the proprietor can 
remember to thin in the proper time 
before any of the trees are injured by 
crowding. Keep up the mulch, or bet- 
ter, keep up the thorough cultivation 
for five or six years. Besides this, the 
trees will need but little care. With 
good cultivation, the tops will run up 
and the limbs spread out; the owner 
will be gratified and surprised to see 
how fast his trees grow. To keep the 
evergreens stocky, with thick tops, 
they should be trimmed. They may be 
sheared, or, better still, some of tho 
limbs should be cut back to where they 
leave other limbs. This may be done 
at any time of the year. Have uo fears 
of cutting off the loader. Cut away 
anywhere you desire, and watch the 
result. The more they are cut back, 
the thicker they will grow. From year 
to year a few new choice kinds can be 
added, as the fanner becomes satisfied 
that he wants them. 


Trees increase the value of a place, 


whether the owner wishes to soil or to 


e it for a home. Trees shelter the 


dwelling and the barns from piercing 
winds; they add comfort and joy to 
man and beast; they economize tho 
food of animals; they save fuel in the 
sitting-room; they harbor birds; they 
afford shade in summer. Plant trees 
for yourself, for your wife, for your 
children and grandchildren. 
Plant 
trees as a good example to yottr neigh- 
bor and the stranger who passes by 
your farm. 


We know a pleasant old man who 


bos a large family. AH of them have 
settled near him, and have not deserted 
country- life. 
He is cheerful, and 


makes everybody about him happy. At 
a public meeting, the other day, he 
made a remark that impressed itself 
on the mind of every person present. 
We cannot give his exact words, but he 
substantially said: "Several years ago 
I planted a lot of evergreens about my 
house. I took goooT care of them. 
People laughed at me and thought I 
was wasting time. They said I would 
never live to enjoy them. The trees 
are already the admiration of all who 
see them. I feel that I have set a good 
example for all to follow. Some neigh- 
bors have done so. I aro an old man, 
and my body will soon be laid away in 
the country cemetery. A tomb-stone 
will be erected, on which, now and 
then, some one will read my name. 
Far better than this; the evergreen I 
have planted will last for many years 
and serve as a lankmark. Neighbors, 
as they ride by, will say to strangers 


and their friends, ' OldMr. 
plant- 


ed those evergreens.'"—Rural New 
Yorker. 


Farming That Dont Fay. 


WHETHER there are many kinds of 


farming that pay may be an open ques- 
tion, but that there are very many farm 
practices that don't pay is beyond a 
doubt It don't pay to be caught at 
this time of the year without a wood- 
pile largo enough to lost twelve months; 
or to open the gates and let your stock 
into the fields as soon as a few bare 
spots appear; or to keep it on short 
rations, so that when it does go to grass 
two months from now, it will lake 
half the summer to get it thrifty and 
strong. 


It don't pay to leave the work of 


mending your tools and selecting and 
securing your seed until the day you 
want to use them, thereby causing cost- 
ly delay. 


It don't pay to sow or plant poor 


seed because you happen to have it on 
band. 


It won't pay to plant more ground 


than you can manure and take good 
care of. 


It don't pay to leave weak places in 


the fences in the hope that cattle won't 
find them; and, if you keep sheep, it 
don't pay to let them run at large in 
the spring until they become tramps and 
cannot be kept at home by any ordinary 
fence. 


It don't pay to neglect cows, ewes or 


sows. 


It don't pay to let tho spring rains 


wash the value out of the manure that 
has accumulated in the barnyard this 
winter. 


It don't pay to let the hens lay under 


the barn, steal their nests and be eaten 
up by skunks. 


It don't pay to work with poor tools 


of any kind. 


It don't pay to put off any kind of 


spring work until the last moment, nor 
does it pay to work land when it is too 
wet 


It don't pay to leave turnips, cab- 


bages, beets, or even apples in the cel- 
lar to rot and breed disease; for, if you 
have more than you can eat or sell, the 
stock will be profited by them. 


It won't pay to summer a poor cow 


simply because no one comes to buy 
her. 


It don't pay to sell a hoifor calf from 


your be&t cow to the butcher, simply 
because it will cost more to raise it 
than you can buy a scrub for next fall. 


It don't pay to leave the banking 


around the house until it rots tho sills. 


It don't pay to bo stingy in sowing 


grass seed, or to try to live without a 
garden. 


Finally, it don't pay to provoke the 


women by leaving them to cut the stove 
wood or to carry it in from the door- 
yard, or to remind you every morning 
in haying and hoeing that you must 
saw enough before you go to work to 
last through tho day.—Mirror and 
farmer. 


Early Maturity. 


IT is a well-known fact, although it 


has been proved but recently, that an 
animal makes its most 
profitable 


growth in the earliest part of its lifo. 
A noted example of what we wish to 
illustrate was given a few years ago by 
the Hon. Goo. Goddes, in regard to a 
steer fed by an Orange County (N. Y.) 
farmer. Tho figures given in the very 
particular statement furnished by Mr. 
Geddos showed tho cost of the animal 
from the first month ot its existence up 
to the period of four years, when it was 
slaughtered. At two years of age, the 
steer showed a profit in its feeding, but 
from that time tho cost gradually ex- 
ceeded tho growth in weight, until at 
the end of Hie four years there was a 
serious loss. It has boon found by 
trustworthy experiment that a young 
animal will gam one pound in weight 
from the consumption of throe pounds 
of corn meal or its equivalent in food of 
similar quality as to digestibility and 
nutriment; that four pounds ot meal 
will be required for a pound of increase 
at six months; four and a half pounds 
at twelve months; five and a quarter 
pounds at eighteen months; and six 
pounds at two years. By judiciously 
generous feeding a calf may be made to 
gain 100 pounds in a mouth; while a 
three-year-old animal consuming twice 
the food which supplies the calf, will 
increase only fifty pounds in a month. 


There is no occasion to enforce the 


application of these facts; they are 
suggestive enough to attract the atten- 
tion of all those whom they may con- 
cern. But at this season when we are 
preparing to plant and sow our fields, 
it may be pertinent to allude to the 
analogy which exists between animal 
and vegetable life. The latter exists 
by food as much as the former, and the 
manner of growth in each is parallel 
with that of the other. The laws which 
control the healthful growth of an ani- 
mal may well be applied to our culture 
of plants, and from tho former we may 
learn that the early forcing of a crop 
may bo done at the least cost. Our 
method of fertilizing, or feeding, crops 
may bo open to the objection that we 
pour into a weak organization a vast 
surplus of food by which its growth is 
stunted, or we starve it by giving food 
as yet unfitted for its wants, or by 
neglecting to supply food at all. 
Gen- 


erally the whole supply of fertilizers is 
added to the soil before the crop is 
planted. This must certainly bo waste- 
ful practice, because active decomposi- 
tion and diffusion are going on, when 
there is nothing in the shape of rodts 
adequate for the utilization of the pro- 
ducts. If we believe there is any an- 
alogy existing between animal and 
plant growth, we should food our crops 
accordingly. Let us apply barnyard 
manure before planting, if wo will, 
because we cannot avoid that, and 
leave it to decompose and become 
available as the roots may reach it; 
but we should apply some active fertil- 
izer in the hill, or drill, or near tho 
seed in small quantity, suited to tho 
feeding capacity of the young plant, 
and in quality fit for its actual need at 
this period; and afterward, as maybe 
proper, add a further supply at each 
cultivation (of cultivated crops) to be 
worked into the soil or occasionally to 
be carried in by rains. In these limits 
the subject can only be hinted at, but 
it is presented as food for thought and 
a work for experiment—Rural New 
Yorker.

rest tbe diaphragm is motionless, 
and electric current* shot through 
the apparatus produce no effect 
In tin s*me 
manner the mere 


turning of the cylinder without electric 
action produces no effect, except to 
pull the diaphragm, slightly out of 
shape. If while the cylinder is being 
turned an electric impulse arrives, the 
pull on the diaphragm caused by the 
friction of the strip on the cylinder is 
more or less released, and tbe dia- 
phragm is free to vibrate or spring back 
into its original condition. If, now, £he 
electric impulses follow one another in 
regular order In correspondence with 
the sonorous vibrations Imparted to Uie 
transmitting telephone, the alternate 
slipping and catching ef tbe rtwtial 
strip on the cylinder will follow in the 
same order, and thus the diaphragm 
will be mode to vibrate in unison with 
the original vibrations, and thus re- 
produce the original words. As the 
mica disk ia much larger than tho disk 
of the transmitting instrument, the 
amplitude of its swing may be much 
greater, and consequently, it will re- 
peat the words with greater power. 
The cloctro-motograph Is practically 
an apparatus for. transforming electric 
action received from a distance into 
mechanical work. The amount oi 
electric action has nothing to do with 
the amount of the mechanical work 
performed, because the movement ol 
the cylinder is controlled by power in- 
dependently of the electric action, the 
electricity merely releasing this power 
by destroying the friction in greater or 
less degree. The electric action set up 
by the sonorous vibrations at the trans- 
mitting end of the line may be very 
slight, while the mechanical action at 
the distant end may be powerful, and 
in this manner the .amplitude of the 
vibrations may be increased to an in- 
definite extent, and a whisper may re- 
appear as a loud shout. 


A Desperate Fight Between A Man 
and Dog. 


Al'OUST MUKNINOHAI'SKN, who 
WOS 


attacked and bitten by n ferocious dog on 
Friday afternoon, lay in a critical condi- 
tion last night when visited by a Times 
reporter. The unfortunate man lives 
it No. 94 Hanover street, and is a very 
intelligent German. He is unusually 
itrong in frame and healthy, jtnd when 
ne acknowledges that unless ho had 
received timely assistance he would 
certainly have been killed, it suggests 
the weak defense which a child could 
)ll'er in such an attack. Mr. Munning- 
wiiscn says that he was walking qui- 
etly along the street, near Thirty-first, 
when he was suddenly apprised of the 
presence of three small canines by 
ihoir interminable yelping. He turned 
about to silence them by the customary 
' Git out," when he heard a rustling of 
a chain from the direction in which he 
was proceeding. He paid little atten- 
tion to it at lirst, as he hod previously 
soon a calf in the street and supposed 
ho chain was about its neck. As he 
urnod about to proceed on his way he 
saw a bull-dog of extraordinary size 
and weight within a few feet of him, 
and just ready to spring. Before he 
could offer any resistance the brute had 
jiven a bound and fastened its teeth 
n his face. The teeth of the upper jaw 
penetrated the scalp just above the 
•ight eye, and the lower teeth went 
hrotigh the tlesh beneath the eye, in- 
licting a bad wound. Tbe dog gave 
one strong pull which would certainly 
lavo taken the man's eye out " by the 
roots" had its teeth not been caught 
jy the cheekbone. Munninghausenhad

—Smoked Mutton Hams.—Choose 


fat young mutton. Rub it thoroughly 
with a mixture in the proportion of one 
part of sugar to two of salt, and half 
an ounce of saltpeter to a pound of the 
mixture. Place the meat in a covered 
vessel and turn and beat it twice a day 
for three consecutive days. The fourth 
day wipe the scum from the meat, 
wash it with cider vinegar and again 
rub it with tbe mixture. The day 
after, beat and turn it; repeat these al- 
ternate operations for ten days, being 
careful to remove the scum before each 
rubbing and to turn the meat every 
time. After this it must be smoked 
for ten days. To be used the same as 
smoked beef or 
venison. — Kansas

Plant Trees. 


SrnufG-TiME has come again. This 


is the season when every one begins to 
make some improvements. There are 
but few farms that contain enough or- 
namental trees about the buildings. 


What trees shall the owner plant? 


For deciduous trees, select from open 
places young elms, maples, lindens, 
ashes, white-woods. For evergreens, 
get from the nursery stocky trees about 
two feet high. Unless the planter is an 
expert, let him begin with well-tried 
sorts, such as Norway spruce, hem- 
lock, spruce, white 
piue, Austrian 


pine, Scotch pine, arbor-vitso, red ce- 
dar, Siberian arbor-vitte, savin, Irish 
juniper and the like. 


Where shall he plant? Seldom in 


straight row?, or within thirty feet or 
more of a building. Hows of deciduous 
trees may extend along the margins of 
the highway. Plant them thirty or 
forty feet apart; protect them from cat- 
tle and mulch heavily, or keep them 
cultivated. 
In the direction of the 


prevailing cold winds plant evergreena 
for protection. Here and there about 
the grounds put in groups, with now 
and then an isolated specimen. Leave 
some broad, open lawn without any 
trees or shrubs. Take up the trees 
well; keep the roots from the sun and 
wind; keep them damp till thoy are 
well planted. Now mulch at once, be- 
fore dry summer comes on; or, instead 
of this, cultivate every week or ten 
days till September. It is a good plan 
to plant thickly, if the proprietor can 
remember to thin in the proper time 
before any of the trees are injured by 
crowding. Keep up the mulch, or bet- 
ter, keep up the thorough cultivation 
for five or six years. Besides this, the 
trees will need but little oare. With 
good cultivation, the tops will run up 
and the limbs spread out; the owner 
will be gratified and surprised to see 
bow fast bis trees grow. To keep the 
evergreens stocky, with thick tops, 
they should be trimmed. They may be 
sheared, or, better still, some of the 
limbs should be cut back to where they 
leave other limbs. This .may be done 
at any time of the year. Have no fears 
of cutting off the leader. 
Cut away 


anywhere you desire, and watch the 
result. The more they are cut back, 
the thicker they will grow. From year 
to year a few new choice kinds can be 
added, as the farmer becomes satisfied 
that he wants them. 


Trees increase the value of a place, 


whether the owner wishes to sell or to 


it for a home. Trees shelter the 


dwelling and the barns from piercing 
winds; they add comfort and joy to 
man and bewt; they economize the 
Food of animals; they save fuel in the 
sitting-room; thoy harbor birds; they 
afford shade in summer. Plant trees 
for yourself, 
for your wife, for your 


children and grandchildren. 
Plant 


meg as a good example to your neigh- 
Dor and the stranger who passes by 
your farm. 


We know a pleasant old man who 


bos a large family. All of them have 
settled near him, and have not deserted 
country life. 
He is cheerful, and 


makes everybody about him happy. At 
a public meeting, the other day, he 
made a remark that impressed itself 
on the mind of every person present. 
We cannot give his exact words, but he 
lubstautially said: " Several years ago 
[ planted a lot of evergreens about my 
louse. I took gooa care of them. 
People laughed at mo and thought I 
was wasting time. They said I would 
never live to enjoy them. The trees 
are already the admiration of all who 
see them. I feel that I have set a good 
ixample for all to follow. Some neigh- 
bors have done so. I am an old man, 
and my body will soon be laid away in 
tbe country cemetery. A tomb-stone 
will be erected, on which, now and 
hen, some one will read my name. 
Tar better than this; the evergreen I 
lave planted will last for many years 
aud serve as a lankmark. Neighbors, 
as they ride by, will say to strangers 


and their friends, ' Old Mr. 
plant- 


ed those evergreens.'"—Rural New

farming that pay may be an open ques- 
tion, but that-then are very many tarm 
ptaotioei -that don't > pay is beyOnd a 
doubt. It don't fay-to be caught at 
this time of the .year without a wood- 
pile large enough to last twelve months; 
or to open the gate* and let your stock 
into the fields as soon as a few bare 
spots appear; or to keep it on short 
rations, so that when it does go to grass 
two months from now, it will take 
half the summer to get it thrifty and 
strong. 


It aon't pay to leave the worfe oj 


mending your tools and selecting and 
securing your seed until the day you 
want to use them, thereby causing eost- 
ly delay. 


It don't pay to sow or plant poor 


seed because you happen to have it on 
hand. 


It won't pay to plant more ground 


than you can manure and take good 
care of. 


It don't pay to leave weak places in 


the fences in the hope that cattle won't 
find them; and, if you keep sheep, il 
don't pay to let them run at large in 
the spring until they become tramps and 
cannot be kept at home by any ordinary 
fence. 


It don't pay to neglect cows, ewes or 


sows. 


It don't pay to let the spring rains 


wash the value out of the manure that 
haa accumulated in the barnyard this 
winter. 


It don't pay to let the. hens Ity under 


the born, steal their nests and be eaten 
up by skunks. 


It don't pay to work with poor tools 


of any kind. 


It don't pay to .put off any kind of 


spring work until the lost moment, nor 
docs it pay to work land when it is too 
wet. 


It don't pay to leave turnips, cab- 


bages, beets, or even apples in the cel- 
lar to rot and breed disease; for, if you 
have more than you can eat or sell, the 
stock will be profited by them. 


It won't pay to summer a poor cow 


simply because no one comes to buy 
ber. 


It don't pay to sell a heifer calf from 


your best cow to the butcher, simply 
because it will cost more to raise it 
than you can buy a scrub for next fall. 


It don't pay to leave the banking 


around the house until it rots the sills. 


It don't pay to be stingy in sowing 


grass seed, or to try to live without a 
garden. 


Finally, it don't pay to provoke the 


women by leaving them to cut the stove 
wood or to carry it in from the door- 
yard, or to remind you every morning 
in haying and booing that you must 
saw enough before you go to work to 
last through the day.—Mirror ami 
Farmer.

Early Maturity. 


IT is a well-known foot, although it 


has been proved but recently, that an 
animal makes its most 
profitable 


growth in the earliest part of its life. 
A noted example of wnat we wish to 
illustrate was given a few years ago by 
the Hon. Goo. Geddes, in regard to a 
steer fed by an Orange County (N. Y.) 
farmer. The figures given in the very 
particular statement furnished by Mr. 
Oeddes showed the cost of the animal 
From the first month ot its existence up 
to the period of four years, when it was 
slaughtered. At two years of iigo, the 
steer showed a profit in its feeding, but 
from that time the cost gradually ex- 
ceeded the growth in weight, until at 
the end of the four years there was a 
serious loss. It has been found by 
trustworthy experiment that a young 
inimal will gam one pound in weight 
From the consumption of three pounds 
of corn meal or its equivalent in food of 
similar quality as to digestibility and 
nutriment; that four pounds of meal 
will be required for a pound of increase 
at six months; four and a half pounds 
at twelve months; five and a quarter 
pounds at eighteen mouths; and six 
rounds at two years. By judiciously 
;enorous feeding a calf may be made to 
£ain 100 pounds in a month; while a 
ihree-year-old animal consuming twice 
-ho food which supplies the calf, will 
ncroase only fifty pounds in a month. 


There is no occasion to enforce the 


application of these facts; they are 
suggestive enough to attract the atten- 
,ion of all those whom they may con- 
cern. But at this season when wo are 
preparing to plant and sow our fields, 
t may be pertinent to allude to the 
analogy which exists between animal 
and vegetable life. The latter exists 
>y food as much as the former, and the 
manner of growth in each is parallel 
with that of the other. The laws which 
control the healthful growth of an ani- 
mal may well be applied to our culture 
>f plants, and from the former we may 
earn that the early forcing of a crop 
may be done at the least cost. Our 
method of fertilizing, or feeding, crops 
may be open to the objection that we 
>our into a weak organization a vast 
surplus of food by which its growth is 
stunted, or we starve it by giving food 
as yet unfitted for its wanta, or by 
neglecting to supply food at all. 
Gen- 


erally the whole supply «jf fertilizers is 
added to the soil before the crop is 
ilanted. This must certainly bo wasto- 
ul practice, because active decomposi- 
ion and diffusion are going on, when 
.hero is nothing in the shape of roots 
adequate for the utilization of the pro- 
ducts. U we believe there is any an- 
alogy existing between animal and 
ilant growth, we should feed our crops 
accordingly. Let us apply barnyard 
uanure before planting, if we will, 
Hfcause we cannot avoid that, and 
eave it to decompose and become 
ivtillable as the roots may reach it; 
>ut we should apply some active ferlil- 
zer in the hill, or drill, or near the 
seed in small quantity, suited to tbe 
ceding capacity of the young plant, 
and in quality fit for ito actnalneed at 
his period; and afterward, as may be 
proper, add a further supply at each 
cultivation (of cultivated crops) to be 
rorked into the soil or occasionally to 
te carried in by rains. In these limits 
.lie subject can only be hinted at, but 
t is presented as food for thought and 
a work for experiment.— Rural New 
Yorker.

order to supply the increasing needs of 
the southwest Men are now at work 
making aroad from Caldwell to Okli - 
homa, and regular stages will be put 
upon the line between them and make 
the run through in one day. 


The city of Caldwell, referred to in 


the above condensed extract, is the one 
laid out by Dr. Wallace, of this city, 
and those associated with him. They 
control six-sevenths of the entire city 
plot, and it appears that their labor for 
the last three months is likely to be re- 
warded much beyond their first antici- 
pations.
